After a Catalina plane picked up 
its trail, aircraft from the Ark 
Royal then pounced on it time and 
again “in a succession of attacks,” 
the British related. The planes 
were credited with slowing up the 
Bismarck and making possible its 
final destruction. 

One aerial torpedo hit the Bis- 
marck astern, crippling its steer- 
ing gear, the official account said, 
and after that it was observed op- 
erating at very reduced speed and 
making “uncontrollable circles.” 
Then the Prince of Wales, sister- 
ship of the King George V,. and 
the other pursuing ships closed in 
for the kill. 

It was ironical that planes from 
the Ark Royal played a major part 
in bringing the Bismarck to ac- 
count. The Ark Royal was often 
reported by the Germans to have 
been sunk. 

Nazi Ships Sighted Wednesday. 

The Bismarck and the Eugen 
first were discovered by British 
scouting planes last Wednesday at 
Bergen, Norway, and the next day 
they were found to have left. 

The Royal Navy sent powerful 
units to intercept them, as the of- 
ficial account put it, because it ap- 
peared probable they were bent on 
“breaking out into the Atlantic 
Ocean with the view to striking at 
our convoys from the United 
States.” 

That night the royal fleet got a 
glimpse of the German men-o’-war 
as they were passing through the 
Strait of Denmark, 250-mile 
stretch of water between Green- 
land and Iceland. 

At dawn Saturday the Hood and 
Prince of Wales intercepted the 
Bismarck and Eugen, and _ the 
Hood was struck at about 23,000 
yards by a shell which penetrated 
its magazine and blew it up.

war, has been filled by the new 
battleships, King George V and 
Prince of Wales. 


Germany entered the conflict 
with five battleships and pocket- 
battleships and now, with the Bis- 
marck gone, is reckoned by the 
British to have three in service. 

It lost the pocket-battleship Ad- 
miral Graf Spee by scuttling in 
December, 1939, at Montevideo and 
the British say the battleships 
Scharnhorst and Gnéisenau have 
been damaged repeatedly by the 
Royal Air Force since they holed 
up several weeks ago at Brest, 
France. 

Since the war started the Ger- 
mans have commissioned the Bis- 
marck, and also may have put the 
Tirpitz, its sistership, into service,

Capable of at least 30 knots, the 
Bismarck eluded other British 
fighting ships immediately after 
the fight with the Hood, but the 
British kept it spotted and appar- 
ently under attack with torpedo- 
carrying planes. 

Three Capital Ships Left. 

The loss of the Bismarck re- 
duced the number of German capi- 
tal ships to three—the Tirpitz, a 
new 35,000-ton ‘sistership of the 
Bismarck, and the Gneisenau and 
the Scharnhorst, sister ships of 
26,000 tons, under Royal Air Force 
bombardment at Brest since mid- 
March. 

The Bismarck was launched Feb. 
14, 1939, the first of four ships 
rushed into construction when the 
Washington and London limitation 
treaties terminated on Dec. 30, 
1936. Jane’s Fighting Ships, Brit- 
ish manuel on warcraft, lists the 
Bismarck as 792% feet long with 
a beam of 118 feet and a draft of 
‘26 feet. 

Its armament consisted of eight 
15-inch guns, 12 59-inch and 16 
4.1-inch guns. It carried four air- 
craft and two catapults.

Mrs. Steadman’s first words 
were spoken in a barely andible 
voice, and Judge Vincent Brogna 


directed her to “speak louder, 


please, so that the jurors can hear 
you.” Her step was firm as she 
walked to the stand, 

Husband’s Testimony. 


Counsel for Mrs. Steadman pre- 


viously had told the jury that evi- 
dence would be introduced to show. 
that Emery, the father of two chil- 
dren, had died in a suicide pact 
with Mrs. Steadman, mother of a 
year-old baby, 

Before the husband testified, 


Mrs. Steadman and her father,/ 


Francis J, Stanwood, had wept 
while Stanwood told of _ parting 
with his daughter and Emery, aft- 
er refusing them money, a part- 
ing that Stanwood said was 
marked by Emery’s statement that 
they were going where they would 
“be no trouble to anyone.” This 
scene, he said, took place three 


days before Emery was found, a 


cord about his neck, dead in Mrs. 
Steadman’s apartment. 

Steadman told the Court Ruth 
was a dutiful wife until she met 
Emery, but that thereafter her 
use of liquor increased sharply. 

Talked About Emery. 

He told of discussing Emery'‘with 
his ‘wife while home at a Boston 
suburb on a vacation ahd of finally 
taking their baby and returning to 
Pittsburgh without her. 


The first rift came, he said, when 


he found her “under the influence 
of liquor’ before she left for a 
party at the home of friends, in 
Needham, near Boston. 

“T told her if she went (to the 
party) and saw Emery she wouldn't 
go back to Pittsburgh with me.” 

The witness then told of “pack- 


ing the baby’s things and taking 


the baby with me to my mother’s 
apartment.” 

He testified that Ruth came to 
Pittsburgh 10 days later and left 
in six days, remaining away four 
days. When she returned, she re- 
mained, he said, until Oct. 12, dur- 
ing which day he described her as 
very tense, very silent. 

When she left on the 12th, Stead- 
man said, “she was crying.” He 
added that he didn’t expect her 


back. : 
“Cried Violently.” 

However, he disclosed, she came 
to Pittsburgh again and they taiked 
about the baby and about her 
remaining in Pittsburgh. / 

“She was crying violently, hud- 
dled in a corner of the train vesti- 
bule,” the witness said, “when she 
departed,” 

Steadman testified “she said she 
guessed there was nothing left for 
her to do but commit suicide.” 

A giance of recognition passed 
between Steadman and his wife 
and a faint smile was on her lips 
as he passed the prisoner's cage. 

Before Stanwood took the stand, 
a hardware dealer testified that 
both Mrs. Steadman and Emery, 
separately, had bought rat poison 
at his store three days before Em- 
ery was found dead. 

Two women fainted before court 
opened as hundreds thronged the 
courthouse. Many of them climbed 
nine flights of stairs before the 
elevators began running in order 
to get places in line outside the 
courtroom.

QUOTED AT TRIAL 


Ex-Wife Made Remark, ‘I 
Will Fix the Doctor,’ 
Neighbor Testifies at 
Hearing on Suit. 


Testimony that Mrs. Mitzi Laun, 
divorced wife of the late Dr. Bert 


F. Bebee, had at one time said she 
would “fix the doctor and not 
give him his money back,” was 
given today in the iat in which 
the administrator of Dr. Bebee’s 
estate is attempting to recover 
money which Mrs. Laun and her 
parents allegedly took from the 
doctor. 

The witness was Mrs. Charles R. 
Porter, who in 1936 lived next door 
to the home at 5328 Lindenwood 
avenue in which Mrs. Laun and her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Fred M. 
Schmid, lived and in which Dr. 
Bebee had a room. 

She said Mrs. Laun made the re- 
mark about keeping Dr. Beebe’s 
money on an occasion in 1936 after 
Mrs. Laun had informed her that 
Dr. Beebe was planning ‘to mave 
from the Lindenwood home to a 
place in St. Louis County. 

Doctor’s Aid Testifies. 

Earlier in the trial it had been 
testified by Palmer Branham, for- 
mer personal aid of Dr. Bebee, 
that in 1934 he helped Dr. Bebee 
take $170,000 in currency out of a 
safe deposit box in the Tower 
Grove Bank, put it in a black bag, 
and take it to the Schmid home, 
which was then on Cleveland ave- 
nue. . 

Dr. Bebee, who specialized in 
illegal operations, shot and killed 
himself in April, 1938, in his office 
at 3214 South Grand boulevard. 
Until a short time before his death 
he had had a room at the Schmid 
home, which was then at 4036 
Cleveland avenue. 

Put in Closet. 


Branham testified that Dr. Bebee 
put the black bag containing the 
$170,000 in a closet at the Schmid 
home and that, except for receiv- 
ing small sums from the Schmids, 
he never got his money back. Dr. 
Bebee, who was 56 years old, was 
crippled and in poor mental health 
for several years before his death, 
and Branham’s chief duty was to 
assist him around. 

Sometime in 1938, Branham said, 
he took Dr. Bebee to the Schmid

ie “The doctor was crying,” Bran- 
ham testified, “and tears were run- 
ning down his face. He didn’t 
have any money and he needed 
some. The next day he and Mrs.

$6000 coming to him. She got it 
in a black and white bag, but 
when we got to the doctor’s office 
and counted it, there was only 
$4960.”

Most of Dr. Bebee’s business 
was “cash business,” Branham 
testified, and the doctor had 
strange ways of keeping his money. 
One time Branham discovered that 
Dr, Bebee had kept $3280 under 
the mattress of his Bed, and an- 
other time he found that the 
doctor had about $15,000 in the 
pocket of his bathrobe and in a 
bureau drawer.

Approval Not Clear. 


As for official circles, -Laval’s 
revelation of the telegram he sent 
to President Roosevelt last No- 
vember, while he was Foreign Min- 
ister, was considered  ill-timed, 
coming just when the American 
press was thought here to be com- 
ing to a better understanding of 
France’s problems. In fact, it is 
hard to tell just how much ap- 
proval officialdom here accorded, 
the interview, in any case. 

On the one hand, the United 
Press dispatch went out uncen- 
sored for American publication, an 
unusual courtesy to be acc6érded 
the American press these days, On 
the other, it was summarized for 
domestic consumption, being espe- 
cially cut in its references to the 
Laval telegram to President 
Roosevelt and to Alsace and Lor- 
raine.

The author, Harbdid N. Graves Jr., 
was until recently director of the 
Princeton (N. J.) Listening Cen- 
ter, but now is of the staff of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission.

Broadcasts to France emanated 
from stations along the - Rhine 
and other parts of Western Ger- 
many. For the most part, their 
delivery was assigned to two na- 
tive Frenchmen, Paul Ferdonnet 
and Andre :Obrecht, whom the 
French immediately dubbed the 
“traitors of Stuttgart.” 


Early Propaganda. 


Early propaganda aimed 
France was anti-Semitic, anti- 
plutocratic, anti-British and to 
some degree anti-French. Certain 
government leaders were singled 
out as Jews, or as “tools of British 
diplomacy,” and Germany harped 
on the theme that Hitler had no 
enmity for France, but was really 
fighting only England.

2. In the light of the present rapid 
strides in cancer research, it would be 
most uncomfortable to know that you 
had killed many people unnecessarily, 
when and if a cure is found. 

3. The responsibility of ending life 
cannot lie with a patient who. knows 
nothing of his case except that he is 
suffering, nor with a doctor who has no 
divine right of life and death over any- 
one. The physician’s duty is to pre- 
serve life, not to destroy it. a 

In conclusion, the item stated, “A 
measure demanded by such a large body 
of informed professional opinion deserves 
consideration by the Legislature of the 
State.” (This was quoted from the re- 
port of Dr. Clarence C. Little, president 
of the Euthanasia Society of America, 
who conducted the poll.) 

No such demand has been made. The 
poor, unsuspecting doctors have only 
stated that they consider it a merciful 
thing to alleviate suffering. M. D.

mendous army, The empire had been founded 
by his grandfather, Cyrus the Great, known to 
Isaiah as “the righteous man from the Bast.” It in- 
‘cluded all Asia Minor, the Caucasus and Caspian 
regions, Egypt and part of India. It had developed 
a high order of civilization and stability of gov- 
ernment. Its steady growth had never been blocked. 
until Darius, father of Xerxes, heeded the appeals 
of the Greek city states in-Asia Minor for help in 
their constant quarrels, and at last found himself 
disastrously involved across the Bosphorus. 

To avenge these defeats and. extend his empire, 
Xerxes in 480 B. C., after four years of preparation, 
moved on Greece with the greatest army and navy 


to Persia was forced to contribute to this expedition. 
The manpower of Xerxes’ army is estimated as high 
as 5,200,000 by Herodotus, a figure which modern 
scholars consider an exaggeration. They agree, 
however, that the Persian horde was far greater 
than the Greek forces, and that its splendor was 
unsurpassed. Herodotus tells "how Xerxes, from his 
portable marble throne, saw the Hellespont covered 
with ships “and all the shores and the plains of 
Abydos full of men.” 

Yet when the battles began, the gaudy Persians 
were no match for the Greek hoplites, except in 
weight of numbers, as Thermopylae demonstrated. 
The Persians wore linen tunics; the hoplites were 
clad in armor. The Greek’s spear was longer than 
the Persian’s, and his other weapons were also su- 
perior. The defenders’ tactics, too, were better. 
When the Greeks found they could not withstand 
the Persians’ shower of arrows, they pretended re- 
treat and lured them into disastrous fighting at 
close quarters. The phalanx, a solid block of fight- 
ers with overlapping shields, proved’ an obstacle that 
in many battles withstood Persian charges. 

At Marathon and Plataea, the Greeks triumphed 
in land battles though greatly outnumbered. At Sal- 
amis, the Athenian navy routed a Persian fleet 
three times its own size, while the incredulous 
Xerxes watched the struggle. That disaster virtual- 
ly ended the war, and the battered vestiges of the 
great army crept homeward in disorder. 

The collapse of this mighty expedition was the 
turning point of the Persian .Empire’s history. 
Other causes played some part in its decline, but the 
final blow, Alexander’s conquest a century and a 
half later, showed again that the sprawling Persian 
military power could not withstand the hard-hitting 
Greek methods. 

That is one answer from history to the question 
Congressman Collins has raised. 
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UNCLE SAM TURNS TO PRE-FABRICATION. 


' “The Government at last has adopted pre-fabrica- 


tion methods in order to solve the housing prob- 
lem created by concentration of workers at defense- 
plant sites. As illustrated in the Pictures section 
last Sunday, the TVA has worked out a “demount- 
able” type of house, which comes in three or four 
sections and can be set up in about four hours, 
with plumbing, lighting fixtures and kitchen equip- 
ment already installed. | 

It has taken the Government a long time to take 
up these modern processes. Only a few weeks ago, 
Architectural Forum published an article which 
told how every Federal branch, except the navy, 
had turned a cold shoulder to pre-fabrication, and 
concluded: “It is obvious that the industry has not 
been given a fair break by government.” Certainly 
the advantages of quick construction and mobility 
are ideal for housing defense workers, at sites where 
shelter is needed in a hurry, but will not be required 
after the emergency ends. 

Adoption of the process now gives assurance of 
speedier work in meeting these needs. Parts for 
houses can be turned out in great quantities even 
before the sites ate chosen; under the old method, 
construction must wait for selection of the site, its 
purchase, platting, grading and other preparations. 
Since unskilled labor is extensively used for such 
houses, many skilled workers can be freed for other 
defense jobs. Widespread use now, may lead to their 
adoption later for low-cost homes when the country 
can again consider its housing problem seriously.

The Supreme Court ha® denied the petition of the 
State of Illinois for an increased diversion of Great 
Lakes water through the Chicago Drainage Canal, the 
Illinois and the Mississippi rivers. 

This is one of those decisions that may be sound 
in law but not im practice anil, therefore, not sound 
at all, The prime reason for*the diversion of Lake 
Michigan water was one of\public health. When 
the flow of the Chicago River was reversed, the 
nation’s second largest city was equipped with a 
very practical sewage disposal system. Years of 
experience proved it to be without harmful effect to 
communities along the Illinois-Mississippi waterway. 
On the contrary, the increased flow brought them 
cheap barge-line transportation. 

} Practical experience, as the result of a previous 
decision by the court, also demonstfated that a re- 
‘duced flow. meant a health menace for Chicago and 
many downstream cities—a menace that may never 
be completely eliminated by the construction of ex- 
pensive sewagé disposal plants.

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SINKING OF THE BISMARCK. 

British spirits, dashed by the destruction of the 
great battle cruiser Hood, are revived today by the 
news that its vanquisher, the Bismarck, has been 
sent to the bottom by pursuing forces of the Royal 
Navy. , 

The loss of the Hood, world’s largest warship, was 
a severe blow to the British, but the loss of the Bis- 
marck is an even more crushing blow to the Ger- 
mans, since it is a much greater proportional part 
of their naval strength. The Hood was a much 
older ship, and had been overhauled in 1929-30 in 
an effort to bring it up to modern needs, while the 
Bismarck was acclaimed as the latest word in fight- 
ing craft. Launched in 1939, its destruction today 
makes the Bismarck the shortest-lived capital ship 
in naval history. 

There is irony in the circumstances under which 
the two vessels were sunk. The Germans; who excel 
in air strength, sank their opponents’ great ship 
by means of naval power. And the British; su- 
perior in naval strength, sank the Bismarck with 
the aid of air power, through aerial torpedoes 
launched by planes from the Ark Royal. 

PHILADELPHIA IN 1776 AND IN 1941.. 

In the early summer of 1776, no topic in the Amer- 
ican colonies was as controversial as the proposal 
for a Declaration of Independence. The colonies had 
been waging a more or less,undeclared war against 
George III for more than a year, but they were far 
from decided on a step so drastic as cutting the last 
ties with England. In the words of one historian, 
“the people were by no means a unit in its suppo?t, 
and in several of the states widespread indifference 
to it, or active sympathy with the British, prevailed.” 

If the Philadelphians of 1776 had been of the 
philosophy of numerous Philadelphians of 1941, the 
Declaration of Independence would never have been 
framed in their city. Independence Hall would not 
bear that name today, for its use would have been 
denied to the authors of American freedom.

The Stakes in Battle of Crete

Victory in attempt to take island would improve Nazis’ position 
in Mediterranean, and lower British prestige among Arabs, writer 
Says; sees Campaign as patt of German peace offensive; doubts 
methods used in “rehearsal” would succeed in attack on England.

| T often happens that the significance of 


events lies not in the places where they 

occur, but elsewhere—sometimes thou- 
sands of miles away. Take the invasion 
of Crete. 
_,if Crete falls to the Nazis—and this ap- 
pears a virtual certainty, although appar- 
ently no decision has been reached—the 
British position in the mid-Mediterranean 
will be adversely affected. But its fall will 
be felt much more hundreds of milds away. 

A defeat in Crete will deliver another 


blow to British prestige in the strategic | 


Arab world of North Africa and the Near 
East. British prestige has already suf- 
fered from the quick German victory in the 
Balkans, and one Moslem Power, Iraq, is 
already attacking the Lion, whose authority 
was once almost unquestioned around the 
Eastern shore of the Mediterranean. 

But of greater significance is the rela- 
tion between the invasion of Crete and the 
current Nazi peace offensive. If the Nazis 
are talking of the futility of further British 
resistance as part of the peace talk now be- 
ing quietly directed toward London—and 
they probably are—the fall of Crete woukd 
provide an “example” they would not be 
slow to exploit. 

Their ‘argument, particularly if followed

war. At most, they will bring a relatively 
small force of diversion troops, whose job 
it will be to distract British attention. 

Here’s why I doubt that the Nazis will 
place great reliance on gliders, if invasion 
of England is attempted: 

Too many troops will be needed for 
conquest of an island so much larger than 
Crete to make principal reliance on aerial 
means of invasion practical. The initial 
force will come by air and so will some 
later detachments, but the bulk will come 
by water. : 

The weather in England, particularly in 
such low-lying areas as East Anglia—least 
unlikely area for a Nazi landing—is no help 
to gliders. Early mornings are invariably 
misty in Hast Anglia and gen misty in 


| most other parts of Southern England. 


Glider pilots need good visibility to pick out 
their landing places. Experiments in.Eng- 
land last year showed that glider landings 
were difficult at dawn over most of Eng- 
land. This is not the case in Crete. There 
the weather is generally clear. (The half 
light of dawn or twilight gives the glider 
soldier or parachutist his best opportunity 
for a landing. The ‘chutist can’t see his 
landing spot by night and can be seen too 
easily by defending riflemen by day.) 
Overwhelming air superiority is essential 


to landing glider troops.: Once the steel 


glider-towing cables are cut, the glider and 
its human freight are completely at the 
mercy of an enemy fighting plane. And the 
glider train itself—as many as six glid- 
ers plus their “locomotive,” a powered trans- 
port plane—is an easy target. The trans- 
ports the Nazis use are slow (the Junkers 
52 has a top speed of only 180 miles per 
hour) by themselves; towing a train, they 
are slower still. In Crete, almost anywhere 
in the Mediterranean, in fact, the Luftwaffe 
can gain local air superiority virtually at 
will. Not so over England. 

* * 

But gliders do have three outstanding ad- 
vantages and will be heard from again as 
a new way in war. They are silent; they 
are cheap, and they can land almost any- 
where. Lightly loaded (Nazi troop-carry- 
ing gliders probably have a wing loading of 
only four or five pounds per square foot, 
compared with the nearly 30 pounds of the 
commercial air liner and 40 pounds of the 
latest bombers), they land at less than 30 
miles an hour. ) 

The relative position of the Germans 
and British can be summed up thus: the 
Nazis have available as many men as they 
care to send across the 60 miles of Med- 
iterranean water between Gfeece and Crete. 
The British have only what New Zealanders, 
Greeks and Yugoslavs and R. A. F. units 
are already in Crete. For the British can- 
not bring back to Crete any part of the

Program Devised to Curtail 
Waste Is Presented at Nu-

“WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) — 
A proposal that the United States 
begin a large-scale 


nation’s foodstuffs in convenient 
pre- 
sented today at the National Nutri- 
tion Conference. 

More than 1000 delegates and ob- 
servers attending the conference 
heard speakers assert that such 
mass food processing..would save 
millions of bushels of grain now 
being eaten by rodents or allowed 
to rot in granaries, and likewise 
huge quantities of fruit and-vege- 
tables which in the past have been 
allowed to spoil on the ground, 

To put such foodstuffs - into 
proper form for semi-permanent 
storage, the speakers said, crews 
with portable drying machines 
might work through farm c¢com- 
munities in the same manner as 
threshing crews move from farm 
to farm, | 

Portable food dryers which could 
convert a bushel of grain to a few 
pounds of powder retaining its 
essential nutrient elements, a gal- 
lon of milk to a pound of dried 
powder and reduce others foods in 
similar fashion by removing the 
water from them are’already prac- 
tical. . 

One of them, co-operatively 
owned or worked by a single own- 
er on a small fee basis, might 
handle the drying of the surplus 
food products of an entire county, 
it was pointed out, and in addition 
to conserving valuable supplies of 
food it would provide a new source 
of farm income. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard told the conference that bet- 
ter nutrition was essential to de- 
fense. “It means becoming hard- 
er, more efficient, better able to 
‘work overtime whenever it is 
necessary, better able to do without 
luxuries when we have to,” he said. 

He said three-fourths of Ameri- 
cans “do not have really satisfac- 
tory diets” and at least one-fourth 
of famiiles not on relief have poor 
diets, The trouble, Wickard said, 
was largely one of distribution, de- 
pending in turn on prices, pur- 
chasing power and income.

“WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
A proposal that the United States 
gram to concentrate much of the 
nation’s foodstuffs in convenient 
and unspoilable form was pre- 
sented today at the National Nutri- 
tion Conference. 

More than 1000 delegates and ob- 
servers attending the conference 
heard speakers assert that such 
mass food processing. would save 
millions of bushels of grain now 
being eaten by rodents or allowed 
to rot in granaries, and likewise 
huge quantities of fruit and vege- 
tables which in the past have been 
allowed to spoil on the ground, . 

To put such foodstuffs into 
proper form for semi-permanent 
storage, the speakers said, crews 
with portable drying machines 
might work through farm com- 
munities in the same manner as 
threshing crews move from farm 


Portable food dryers which could 
convert ‘a bushel of grain to a few 
pounds of powder retaining its 
essential nutrient elements, a gal- 
lon of milk to a pound of dried 


| powder and reduce others foods in 


similar fashion by. removing the 
water from them are‘already prac- 
tical. . 

One of them, co-operatively 
owned or worked by a single own- 
er on a small fee basis, might 
handle the drying of the surplus 
food products of an entire county, 
it was pointed out, and in addition 
to conserving valuable supplies of 
food it would provide a new source 
of farm income. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard told the conference that bet- 
ter nutrition was essential to de- 
fense. “It means becoming hard- 
er, more efficient, better able to 
-work overtime whenever it is 
necessary, better able to do without 
luxuries when we have to,” he said, 

He said three-fourths of Ameri- 
cans “do not have really satisfac- 
tory diets” and at least one-fourth 
of famiiles not on relief have poor 
diets. The trouble, Wickard said, 
was largely one of distribution, de- 
pending in turn on prices, pur- 
chasing power and income.

evade it. Why? Obviously for the 
reverse of the eg ange of its pass- 
age, namely, to get into foreign 
wars. As this is written the Pres- 
ident has not yet spoken, but the

It is an astonishing situation 
when, with 80 per cent of our peo- 
ple so clearly opposed to war, there 
can be such complacency about 
every governmental step that 
makes war inevitable. Is it public 
_ ignorance about what is going on, 
or a sort of national fatalism that 
contents itself with believing that 
our President has gathered to him- 
self so many of the powers of 
government that no wish of the 
people can stop him? In traveling 
up and down and around this 
country trying to get the “feel” of 
this intangible thing called public 
opinion, one gathers an impression 
that it is partly both. 

This is very strange even in this 
strange new world because neith- 
er ignorance nor resignation is 
any part of the American charac- 
ter. 


Wars for Free Seas. 


When the principle of the Neu- 
trality. Act was first suggested, 
though not urged, by B. M. Baruch, 
this column said, “something about 
the sea helped to get us into every 
one of our foreign wars except 
the war with Mexico.” 

Economic causes are responsible 
for most wars. Our revolution was 
partly against the force of British 
sea power to dominate and exploit 
these colonies—Boston tea party, 
etc. 

We engaged in an undeclared 
naval war with France and a sec- 
ond naval war with Britain in pro- 
test against interference with our 
shipping. During the Civil War, 
England came within inches of 
declaring war on us for doing what 
she has always claimed the right 
to do. We stopped a British ship 
and took off two Confederate ene- 
mies of the United States. That 
war was averted by our apology 
and restitution because Lincoln 
said, “one war at a time is enough.” 

Our war with Spain was made 
possible by public indignation. over 
sinking the battleship Maine in 
Havana harbor. 

In the World War, we had as 
much legal cause for fighting Eng- 
land as for fighting Germany over 
interferences by both governments 
with our “freedom of the seas.” 
The British practically blockaded 
our Atlantic coast, intercepted otr 
mails, interfered with our com- 
merce and violated all our concepts 
of international law. The deciding 
difference was that German sub- 
marine interference destroyed 
American lives. The British only 
destroyed American commerce. 


‘Fooled Into War.’ 


We said that we went to war 
to vindicate our “freedom of the 


seas.” That was a_principle one of 


Mr. Wilson’s “Fourteen Points.” 
It was dropped overboard = and, 
without explanation until later, 
sunk without trace at his first 
contact with the British architects 
of the Treaty of Versaille. The 
“freedom of the seas” slogan fooled 
us into one war. Now it is fool- 
ing us into another. 

We have no freedom of the seas 
today where British interests are 
involved. You can’t, for example, 
write an air-mail letter to Vene- 
zuela via Bermuda that will not 
be opened and censored—and we 
stand for it. “Freedom of the 
seas” is a phantom—an echo of 
the real word, which is, and al- 
ways has been, “Britannia rules 
the waves.” 

Oo. K. This is not even pro- 
testing that. It is only protesting 
a second eagle-screaming misuse of 
“freedom of the seas” to get us 
into war. 

The Neutrality Act does need re- 
vision, but, if the purpose of the 
revision is to force American ves- 
selg through actual] blockades and 
to make war for us inevitable if 
one is sunk—in vindication of a 
right never before claimed by any 
nonm-belligerent nation—then, it 
would be far more forthright now 
to present to Congress the issue of 
a war declaration and stop fooling 
our people with any such legalis- 
tic skullduggery or sloganeering 
them with any such false phantom 
as “freedom of the seas.”

Aids Healing

CURVY in adults is one of the 
diseases that was once so com- 


now of determining the amount of 
vitamin C, the lack of which causes 


end of 122 days, but still actual 
signs of scurvy did not appear 
until the fifth month. 

The surgeon who was experi- 
menting on himself had another 
surgeon make a wound two and 
a half inches long over the skin 


‘of the back after he had been on 


the diet three months, but no de- 
fect in wound healing was ob- 
served. At the end of six months 
another incision was made in a 
corresponding position on the other 
side of the back. This was found 
not to heal within a reasonable 
period of time, and the conclusion 
was reached that in surgical pa- 
tients it is well to be certain that 

level of vitamin C is present 
in the blood before operation. 

The feature that is interest- 
ing to me in the ts is 
that it really is possible to pro- 
duce scurvy in an adult but it is 
by no means easy. You have to 
work hard on the: diet and you 
have to stick to it for five or six 
months. Even then you do not get 
the serious forms of scurvy that 
used to be described in the sailors 
that went on long voyages. 

Not only doeg vitamin C deficien- 
cy seem to interfere with the heal- 
ing of wounds, but it also pre- 
disposes towards post-operative 


Other researches indicate that 
healing in tuberculosis is aided by 
a high level of vitamin C. The 
healing of tuberculosis in the lungs 
is characterized by the formation 
of connective tissue and observa- 
tions on the action of vitamin C 
indicate that it exerts most of its 
effect upon the fibers of connec- 
tive tissue. It is, therefore, rea- 
sonable to assume that in order to 
produce healing in tubercuolsis, 
vitamin C should be exhibited. It 
has been shown that patients 
whose bodies have been exhausted 
of vitamin C show slow healing.
